Board of Health Orders Quar. 
antine After Prisoners and 
Attaches Are Vaccinated. 


3 VICTIMS ARE ISOLATED) § 


Order’ Disrupts Hudson County 
Court Calendars—North Hemp- « 
stead Epidemic Halted. 


The discovery of a case of smalipox in 
the Hudson County jail in Jersey City 
yesterday caused the Board of Health 
to vaccinate ‘the remaining 121 prisoners 
as well as all the attachés and place a 
quarantine on the jail. The quarantine 
will disrupt the calendars of the various 
courts in the county, as the prisoners 
will not be allowed to leave for plead- 
ing trial or sentence for fourteen days.

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WHAT TO DO WITH THE SURPLUS. 

As money breeds money, so a sur- 
plus seems to multiply as it ‘goes 
along. The fiscal year ended on Tues- 
day with the Treasury estimating that 
the receipts had exceeded the expendi- 
tures by $255,000,000. That sum may 
be pushed up two or three millions 
more.when the figures are all com- 
piled. This is the surplus, be it noted, 
which the President believed last 
November would amount to only about 
$70,000,000./" It. proves to be more 
than ‘three times that. This extraor- 
dinary surpassing of the estimates for 
1925 must ‘throw doubt on the corre- 
sponding “forecast for 1926. If pros: 
perity continues and the taxes keep on 
pouring in, the surplus next year may 
greatly exceed. the estimated $300,- 
000,000. What to do with it will be- 
come a more mesed question than 
ever. 

Let it be sald at once that the exis- 
tence of so great a surplus is an 
anomaly which could not occur in 
a scientific system of Government 
No European Finance Min- 
Aster or Chancellor of the Exchequer 
would think of budgeting for such an 
excess. He would regard it as inde- 
fenaible needlessly. to take so much 
more than necessary from the tax- 
Despite: our introduction of 
‘the budget system at Washington, 
which has been so useful in its work- 
ings, we are far from having attained 
complete and ‘accurate control of our 
,hational income and outlay. Our budg- 

ét plan’ does not’ yet go beyond over-’ 
sight of expenditure. Congress retains 
the power of raising revenue, and the 
very existence of a huge surplus, 
present and prospective, shows how ill 
thé work of the spending department 
is_coordinated with that of the tax- 
levying branch of the Government. A 
European Finance ’ Minister going to 
his- Parliament with such a large sut- 
plus impending would at once feel 
obliged to cut it down by lowering 
taxes. By our method we have to 
wait untit the surplus is in hand before 
deciding what to do with it. 

The subject was touched upon by 
Mr. Winston, Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury, in his address to the Bank- 
ers’ Association of Maine last Saturday. 
He expressed. the sound view that, 

within certain limits, the\Government 


- gurplus “should be distributed, just 


“as the profits of any other mutual 
* organization. are distributed, among 
‘its members.’* ‘They are, in. this 
Case, the taxpayers, who are clearly 


entitled to’ a reduction in what they 


are compelled to @ive up to the State. 


_ ‘This is, in part, the announced policy 


of the Treasury. -But it has -other 
things to consider. There is the sink- 
(ing fund of 2%" per cent, established 
by! law in respect to the $10,000,000, -

Apparently no large refunding oper- 
ations are immediately contemplated. 
The Treasury can do a certain amount 
of virtual refunding through use of 
its short-term notes, but would prob- 
ably have to secure authority from 
Congress to make extensive bond 
issues at new rates of interest. But 
the problem is one that/ought not to 
be long put aside. With superabun- 
dant revenues and every evidence of 
accumulating wealth throughout the 
‘| country, there ought to be such a selz- 
ing of the opportunity, and a pre- 
vision of the future, by: our financial 
authofities, as would lead them to 
plan for far-reaching measures of re- 
lief for the American taxpayer. 


IN HIS EARLIER MANNER. 

Mr. BEeveRiIDGR’s remarks at Indian- 
apolis on Vice President DaweEs’s pro- P 
posed changes in the Senate rules 
show that the eager and exaggerative 
spirit of’ the orator and sometime Sen- 
ator still wells up in the student of 
history and the accomplished ‘Diog- 
rapher. Amendment of the 
rules he classes with suggested 
amendments to the Constitution mak- 
ing a majority instead of a two-thirds | 
vote of the Senate sufficient to ratify 
a treaty and giving Congress power ‘to 
overrule the decisions of the Supreme | 
Court on constitutional questions. All 
three “‘ are radical changes in, Ameri- 
can fundamentals.”” Closure is the 
** most radical '’ of the three; and in 
its results, should it be adopted, 
“ would be wonse than the other two 
‘*combined. * * * Each of them is 
‘* frankly destructive of an institution 
‘* which is peculiarly American, and 
“‘each of them proposes to.adopt a 
“ European institution in its place.’’ 

This is “tall talk.” It would be 
curious, indeed, if the Senate could 
use its constitutional power to make 
its own rules so as ‘to alter “‘ our 
forms and methods of government ”’ 
more radically and destructively than 
the most radical amendment such as 
hamstringing the Supreme Court. 
Moreover, it seems that the check and 
balance system is fied up mysteriously 
with Rule XXII. Closure is not a 
European institution. Senate ruleg 
providing for majority closure were in 
force from 1789 till 1806. They were 
abolished because they had been re- 
sorted to only three times in that 
period. When they were. abdlished 
there were but seventeen States. The 
population was about a sixteenth of’ 
what it now is. What was unneceés- 
sary in that little Senate, that little 
country, that time of small things, 
has, in the opinion of many, become | 
necessary. It may be added that the 
temptation to yawp. was far .slighter 
before the telegraph and the modern 
newspaper. The public wasn’t ad- 
mitted to the debates of the early ses- 
sions of the Senate. 

Rule XXII was amended a little 
more than eight years ago, under the 
pressure of public opinion and the 
stimulation of Mr. .W1ILson’s famous 
address to the people, despribing 4 
“little group’ of willful men.’’ Shall 
it ee: further amended’ so that the 
majority may rule and Senatorial wind 
be forbidden to blow immortally where 
it listeth?° ‘Nobody -will have to order 
an ascension robe if the change is 
made in the course of time. To de- 
scribe the attempt to bring about a 
return to the early custom of the Sen- 
ate‘as “‘-an assault, though uninten- 
‘* tional, of course, upon the theory 
‘and nature of American. institu- 
“ tions ’’ may be excusable in a follower 
of the Indiana school of ‘“ Asiatio.’’ 
oratory, but‘ makes the judicious 
grieve and the wicked grin. 


FRENCH DIFFICULTIES IN. 
: “MOROCCO. 

Why a French army of 60,000 men 
should ‘be subjected to assaults by a 
Riff force of’ only half that number, 
and barely manage to hold its own, ts 
now explained from Paris. Marshal

For this reason it is perfatly pre- 
pared: to grant such terms of settle- 
ment as may appear equitable. But 
they must take into account not 
only the present bad state of affairs, 
but the‘iikelihdod of a great improve- 
ment in coming years. This requires 
thorough ‘study. Our, Debt Funding 
Gommission undoubtedly will grant 
all the time necessary for such work, 
not only in’ the case of Italy but also 
of the other debtor nations.”

. with millions of children beginning 
their . -vacation, thousands of teachers 
are gathered in Indianapolis to. con- | 
Sider what they ‘can do to make the 
schools of the nation more serviceable 
to’ its higher good. Not \ do they 
give up a part of their, vacation, but 
often spend from ‘their inadequate 
salaries for this purpose, many. of 
them ‘traveling from remote parts of 
the country. It is no junket for them, 
whatever of pleasure there may. be ‘in 
meeting and xchangi wWiews. So 
when the public reads of ten thousand 
or more teachers at the N. E. A’ con- 
yention, it’ should be gratefully con- 
scious that they: are making this vol- 
untary sacrifice for the public good 
and not primarily for their own pleas- 
ure, unless the two may be said to 
be—as they are for many teachers— 
synonymous. 

The greatest direct good, to’ cone 
from-such:an assembling of teachers 
is in the lifting of the individual to a 
sense of the -high responsibilities of 
their profedsion.. Professor GEORGE 
Hersert:- PALMER of Harvard‘ Univer- 
sity, quoting the saying of GorTHE, 
‘* Be a whole or join a whole,’’ used 
to urge teachers to seek the wholeness 
which few if any can find in them- 
selves. by loyally identifying them- 
selves with the best tendencies of their 
profession. It is so that a new sense 
of dignity and power comes to the 
individyal. . Moreover, it is only by the 
united effort of those within a pro- 
fession that standards can be raised. 
The very presence of such a body in 
Indianapolis should compel that city 
to see to it that its Board of Educa- 
tion should not again discharge a 
teacher, as it recently did, without a 
hearing.— though that teacher was 
widely known in the educational 
world as of superior qualifications. Its 
influence should be felt in‘ Baltimore, 
where an efficient Superintendent has 
recently resigned, and where those in a 
position to know have no hesitation in 
declaring that no Superintendent can 
succeed ‘* until the school system is 
‘* relieved of -the political and finan- 
** clal domination of the Mayor and 
‘* the Board of Hstimates.’” Its voice 
should be heard even as far away as 
California, where the nomination by 
the State Superintendent of a man of 
outstanding fitness for oné of the 
highest educational positions in the 
State has been refused ratification by 
the State Board of Education “ on po- 
Hitical ‘grounds only.’* 

The teachers are asking for a -Sec- 
\retary in the Cabinet, not for their 
individiial advantage, but that the ed- 
ucation of. children may be repre- 
sented among the things of most vital 
concern to the nation and that the 
profession of teaching may have this 
supreme recognition. The. mainte- 
hance of school systems is the function 
‘of the States, but it is not inconsis- 
tent with this theory that there should 
be a national Secretary of Education 
‘under whom whatever Federal activ- 
ities there are might: be consolidated, 
and- through whom the teachers of 
America: could. make their voices 
heard in demand for ample teacher- 
training and for at least a minimum 
standard of school provision in every 
community: What is done by the sev- 
eral States is of concern to the whole 
people. No State educates for itself 
alone. And no. State suffers alone 
from a neglect of its children.

even an art: The subject is receiving. 
the careful attention of not a few emi- 
nent geologists, and alréady they have 
learned much about the’ fissures or 
“faults’’ in the earth’s crust, near which 
these disturbances occur; but the strains 
which the earthquake relieves for the 
time lig deep below the surface and are 
not subject to observation, The experts 
are slowly approaching an agreement 
‘as to the causes of earthquake, but they 
almost invariably differ to the chief 
cause of any particular ea: uake. ; 

The reading of the marks madé ‘by 
seismographs still is little more than 
guegswork as to the distance,’or even 
the direction,’ of the origin of the 
tremors recorded by these sensitive ma- 
chines; yet it {s upon: these that: the 
greatest hopes seem. to be. founded for 
an ultimate attainment .of power to 
forecast earthquakes. The selsmograph, 
however, telis nothing, or:at least noth- 
ing directly, as to the future, ang it is 
minutes or even hours in disclosing-that 
somewhere the earth has been shaking. 

Perhaps in time thé- almost constant 
tremors disclosed by these machines will 
be interpreted better than they can be 
now, and so the -objective sought—the 
power .to predict earthquakes—will be 
reached or approximated. For the pres- 
ent. there seems to be no need to pay 
very much attention either to the warn- 
ings or to the grees the grop-

The commuters in Connecticut have 
fared a little better than those in this 
State, for their 40 per cent. rise was 
made in two bites at their pocketbooks;

If those precautions 
raised the price of coal, nobody ‘would 
complain, but to raise it merely because~ 
the work is dangerous, without any ener- 
getic and effectual efforts to.minimize 
the danger, will excite -public: protest. 


Claims that the use 
of the whipping -post 
Not -in.

To maintain that flogeing is reforma- 
tive for either adults or minors is to 
contradict the conclusions of all modern 
penologists and of all parents who are 
accessible to modern ideas. That it is 
punitive nobody doubts, but that it is 
deterrent remains highly questionable. 

Would that the’time might come when 
the punishment of crime could receive 
less attention, since we do it very badly 
at best, and the prevention of it could 
get more! <A large majority of the 
earth’s inhabitants succeed without any 
apparent trouble in escaping all conflict 
with the law. If the conditions that 
create that majority were extended, the 
result might be better than those from 
any. imaginable: system of punishment 
for lawbreakers.

When this was objected 
to as a breach of contract, MacVeagh 
said: ‘The bonds are payable on «al 
Give the beare® the option of cash ‘on 
call or the new bonds. If he can get 
‘more interest he will take cash, which 
relieves the Government of its obliga- 
tion if not, he will take the new bonds.’ 
In fact, the whole operation gost only 
about twenty-eight hundred dollars for 
the printing, and the syndicate, though 
disappointed, had to admit the legality 
of the measure.’’

Department of the Bronx of planting 
trees along the Grand Concourse in 
honor of ex-service men would be a 
greater and more fitting memorial to 
the country’s war service if some of 
the trees were planted for ex-service 
women. 

Miss Bogart’s remark followed the in- 
vitation, given by a Philadelphia dele- 
gate for’ the other delegates to aid in 
establishing a memorial grove to ex- 
service meri* and women in Fairmount 
Park, in that city, under the sponsor- 
ship of the Philadelphia unit and other 
patriotic bodies. . 

No action was taken by the conven- 
tion on the tree planting in either city. 

Miss Helen W.. Demorest of New 
Providence, N. J., representing the New 
Jersey unit, told how the unit con- 
demned “‘the peace propaganda meth- 
of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom’”’ in that 
State. Miss Demorest said the League, 
which is headed by Jane: Addams of 
Chicago, endorsed the so-called ‘‘slack- 
ers’ oath,” pledging itself against ‘‘giv- 
ing children, . nursing soldiers, rolling 
bandages, making speeches or buying 
bonds’”’ for promotion of another war. 

“‘We know the horrors pf war if any- 
body knows them.”’ Miss Demorest de- 
clared, evoking much applause by her 
remarks, ‘‘and we want peace, but we 
do not countenance this sort of thing 
promoted by the Women's Peace League.

Miss Lela Scopes is out as a teacher of 
mathematics in the Augusta Tilghman 
institution. She is a sister of John T. 
Scopes, soon to be put on trial at Day- 
ton, Tenn., on a charge that he violated 
the ‘Tennessee Anti-Evolution law. Miss 
Scopes loses her post because she is in 
sympéthy with her brother’s stand. 

Miss Scopes filed application for ‘a po- 
sition on the school Faculty as instruc- 
tor in mathematics sevéral weeks ago. 
Later Superintendent L. J. Hanifan is 
said to have informed her the place had 
been filled and her services would not 
be needed. 

The superintendent is said to have 
asked Miss Scopes her views on eyolu- 


tion. and to have urged: her to say ‘‘No’ 
to the suggestion that she concurred in 
brothér’s attitude. This Miss 

es refused to do.

Reports. state that 
her services were very satisfactory and 
that she is a competent teacher.

6,574 EXPERIMENTS MADE 


One of Experts, -lil With Typhoid 
\ Fever Two Months, CajJis It 
“Just an Incident.” ° 


Three years of research, during which 
scientists worked daily with the\greatest 
collection of deadly -disease germs: in 
existence, and one scientist came down . 
with typhoid fever, havé resulted in 
proving that the regulations adopted 
‘by New York City for the pasteuriza- 
tion of milk are more thah’ adequate, 
according. to. an announcement - of e | 
results of the research made yesterday 
‘at the Museum of Hygiene of New York: 
University and Bellevue Hospital. 

‘The victim pf the research was Wil- 
liam H. Marcussen of the Borden Farm 
Products Company, who voluntéered for 
the: dangerous work of taking and dis- 
tributing samples of infected milk. He 
and his- fellow-workers went through 
the -three years of experiment without. 
mishap, but two weeks after the work 
‘was completed Mr. Marcussen was 
taken down with typhoid fever. He re- 
covered after two months of illness. 
Every, possible precaution: was. taken ‘to 


the incessant handling of large varie- 
ties of disease germs, but it was impos- 
sible to rule out the hazard entirely. -. 

“It was Just an incident,” said Mr.

The disease germs used were those. of 
tuberculosis, typhéid, paratyphoid, diph- 
therla, .septic sore throat and others. 
Typhota germs were grown in milk until: 


A {it contained 2,000,000 bacilli per drop, 
The tubercle bacilli were cultivated - 


until they existed in sample at the ratio 
of 30,000,000 germs to the teaspoon. 
These and other high concentrations of 
werms were then pasteurized in the 
manner laid down by the New York 
Health Department. Sterilization was 
found to be complete. ° 
6,574 Tests Made. 

There were 2,808 tests to determine 
Whether typhoid germs ever survived 
pasteurization, and. 1,958 similar tests 
for tuberculosis. together 6,574 bac- 
rteriological tests were made. It was. 
established.that heating milk to.142 de- 
grees, Fahrenheit for thirty minutes de- 
stroyed -all disease germs. 

The, investigation was started three 
years ago when charges were made that 
the pasteurization rules of the Health 
Department were insufficient. The 
Borden company engaged Dr. Charles,
